What is described as “ the world’s largest 
business building ” is now rapidly rising in 
Chicago. 1t is intended to be a great central 
market and all-year-round exposition ol 
merchandise displays of 2,000 manufacturers, 
converters, wholesale distributors, and im- 
porters, representing the products of several 
hundred different industries. 

Six and a half miles of plate-glass windows 
will be used for the hundreds of wholesale 
stores that will iine the 650ft. sales corridors 
—veritable business streets—on all the display 
floors of this twenty-four storey structure, 
two city blocks in length, which will be eom- 
pleted in the spring of 1930. Owing to the 
4,000,000 square feet of floor space, it will be 
possible to house the selling and display 
activities of many allied concerns on one 
floor and of related groups on adjoining 
floors. 

Here are some structural facts which give 
an idea of the enormity of the mart. Fifty 
thousand tons of steel, 200,000 square feet 
of stone, and 1,350,000 cubic feet of concrete 
are among the items of building materials 
which will go into its construction. The 
gigantic structure will rest on 458 reinforced 
caissons with truncated cone spreading bases, 
projected 80ft. io 100ft. below street level. 
This is more than twice the number of 
caissons. ever before utilised in the foundation 
of any building. In the process of construct- 
ing the concrete caissons alone 1,250,000ft. 
of timber was used. ! 

There will be 5,500 windows, for which 
132,000 square feet of glass will be required. 
Provision for the hghting is being made on 
an immense scale. ‘There will be 30,000 
lighting fixtures, requiring 2,000,000ft. of 
wire, or the equivalent of 380 miles, and 
weighing sixty tous. In the matter of venti- 
lation, bá and radiators will be used that 
will deliver 2,000,000 cubic feet of fresh air 
per minute, enough to furnish air for a 
quarter of a million people. 

Eighteen floors will he used for the year- 
round permanent exposition of merchandise. 
On the second floor will be the exhibition 
halls, where temporary exhibits, fashion 
shows, and seer “Widplane will be held. 
The main floor will be the grand lobby, and 
will contain the buyers’ service department, 
restaurants, barber shop, beauty parlour, 
cigar and news stands, telephone booths, 
cw"g post offices, drug store, and retail 
shops.

PERILS OF THE ROAD.

Sim,—In view of recent accidents in con: 
nection with motor omnibuses and motor 
vehicles, may I be permitted to draw at- 
tention to an incident which occurred on 
Sunday last in Dublin? A ‘bus, contain- 
ing more than its complement, was drawn up 
in front of a filling station, and a small poy 
trundled a portable tank out to it and pro- 
ceeded to fill the tank which was at the 
rear of the ‘bus.

Afi good deal has been written about 
the necessity of motorists undergoing some 
form of examination of capability before trey 
are allowed to take charge of a car or motor 
bicycle, and, while this is all to the good, it 
seems to me that it would undoubtedly leave 
much to be desired at the moment. Anyone 
who has driven over a ee of years will be 
ready to declare that there are a at the 
present moment on the road in charge of cars 
who cannot drive and will never b le to 
drive. It is obvious that a change must 
come, and the careful motorist would be one 
of the first to welcome any change that made 
driving . safer. i 

Under the French system an applicant for 
a ““permiís de conduire’’ has to come up for 
examination on a fixed date, together with his 
teacher. He is not only examined as to his 
actual driving, but is questioned on the Code 
de la Route. He is either Eas: or sent 
back, to come up again the following month, 
and, though I am not cuite certain of this. I 
understand that, if put back three times, he 
has to wait a year before he can come up 
again. ‘These examinations are held about 
once a month, and the learner is allowed to 
drive while learning, if a qualified driver 1s 
sitting beside him. ‘This teacher is held re- 
sponsible in case of accident. The permis de 
conduire is for life and has the owner’s photo- 


graph on it. It can be taken away for 
driving to the comrhon danger, when it can- 


not be obtained again. No charge is made 


for these examinations other than the price 
of the licence. 


After five years’ driving in France, out 


every day or two, and some driving in Spam 
also. .I have no hesitation in saying that the 
grade of driving in this ceantry is far worse 


than in either of those countries. A very 
large percentage of drivers here hardly ever 
sound their horns for corners, bends or cross- 
roads. More than half, when rounding a 
turn, seem quite unable to keep to their own 
half-side of the road, and I should estimate 
that sixty per cent. give no signal for stop. 
slow, turn or pass. Going in and out of 
Dublin, it is quite usual to find lines of cars 
following one another in which every car 1s a 
little more out than the one in front, till the 
whole road is taken up. Head lights are used 
in the town limits, which is a punishable 
offence in most foreign towns. Cyclists go 
about the country roads without bell or any 
means of warning, and, except im wwn, 
generally without a lamp at night 

What I suggest as a rough scheme to work 
on. when the new legislation comes, is As 
follows :—All present holders of licences to 
drive, who could not prove three clear years’ 
clean licence, should be obliged to present 
themselves for examination before the A... 
o: R.I.A.C. They should pay a cmall fee tor 
their certificate of efficiency; with this they 
could take their present licences to be 
stamped. This would be carried on from 
licence to licence, and they would have no 
more bother. Should either of the two Clubs 
decline to pass them, they still would have 
the right to re-examination before the 
examiner, who would be appointed by the 
Free State to examine applicants for new 
licences. This would very soon get rid of the 
Lad driver. Then, if the ‘‘common danger ”' 
driving were clearly defined, with loss of 
licence for this and for “ drunk in charge of 
a motor car,” we could undoubtedly get rid 


of the speed limit, and still have our roads 


far safer than at present. 

Compulsory insurance, of course, ought to 
be enforced for third-party risk at least. All 
saloon or enclosed cars should be obliged to 


have some approved form of automatic signal. 
All saloon or enclosed cars should have some 


sound-collector to enable\ them to hear the 


signal of another car. All motor-owners 
should be obliged to furnish proof, once every 
quarter, if called upon by the Civic Guard in 
their district to do so, that their brakes were 
in proper working order. The “ borrowing ”’ 
of a car without the owner’s knowledge and 
consent in writing should have a heavy 
renalty, without the option of a fine.—Yours,

of Dr. J. H. Anglim, Medical Officer, Broad- 
way, to attead him during his illnesc, 
Mrs. Ellen Walsh, widow of Matthew 
Walsh, stated that her husband had been 
working for, Mr.. Walter Codd, of Church- 
lands, and was ip receipt of 24s, wages, They 
had a house free of rent on Mr, Codd’s farina. 
Her husband, who was @ healthy man, became 
suddenly ill on Jane 4th. He got a pain in 
his head, and became unconscious. aving 
put him to bed, she sent boys named Benson 
and Boggan for Dr. Doyle, M.O, Bridge- 
town. The boys returned, and told her tliat 
Dr, Doyle would not attend the case, and 
that when they informed him that her hus- 
band was dying he said he ‘‘did not give a 
damn,” and that he was not paid for the last 
treatment which he gave. They also informed 
her that when Dr. Doyle said he would not 
attend they went to Dr. Anglim, in whuse 
dispensary district they resided. Dr, Anglim 
aiso told them that he would not attend that 
night, but would go in the mormng, She 
then sent a message for Dr. F. E, Pierse, 
who came at .1.30 a.m.; but her husband haa 
died fifty minutes earlier, Dr. Anglim at- 
tended their son on tickets at the dispensary 
and at their house, 
Cross-examined by Mr. J, R. Brennan, soli- 
citor for Doctors Anglim and Doyle, the wit- 
ness stated that she knew that Dr. Doyle 
cxpected to be paid for his attendance. She 
intended. paying him if he atterded her 
husband. She did not intend paying Dr. 
Anglim, who was their dispensary doctor, and 
as they considered they were entitled to treat- 
ment on a ticket being presented to him. She 
did not send for Dr. Anglim on this occasior ; 
the messengers went “on their own” when 
Dr. Doyle refused, 
In the course of a lengthy cross-examina- 
tion by Mr, Brennan, the witness admitted 
that they had a mare and three foals, a piece 
of grazing land, the milk and butter gf a cow 
from Mr, Codd, some pigs, fow!, including 
twenty-six turkeys, and a smal) garden. In 
August, 1928, when she was sick she was 
attended by Dr. O'Neill, who lived in Wex- 
ford. 
Walter Codd deposed that he was speaking to 
Walsh on June 4th, when he was in his usuul 
good health. He was an honourable ana 
straightforward employé, and any privileges 
which he enjoyed he (witness) cid not regard 
as part of his wages. The deceased man was 
one of the first people who contracted the 
‘*flu’’ in 1918. 
Replying to Mr. Brennan, the witness stated 
that Walsh was in charge of a farm containing 
110 acres, and that he had a pony which ran 
at ‘‘ flapper’’ race meetings. 
BOY’S STATEMENT. 
Frederick Benson stated that he was asked 
by Mrs. Walsh to go for Dr. Doyle to attend 
her husband. James Boggan accompanied 
him, and when they were at Dr, Doyle's they 
told him that Matty Walsh had got suddenly 
sick and was dying. Dr. Doyle said that he 
had not been paid for his previous treatment 
of the Walsh family, and, on witness repeating 
that Walsh was dying, he said: “ I donot give 
a damn; I am not going.” The doctor then 
shut the door, They then decided to go for 
Dr. Anglim, and when they told him to vome 
as quickly as he could, as Walsh was dying, 
he said that he could do nothing, that he 
would be around in the morning, and, as he 
had a cold, they should not keep him out in 
the cold. 
They returned to Walsh’s and told what 
had happened. Mrs. Walsh then sent her 
brother for a doctor to Wexford. 
Replying to Mr. Brennan, Benson said that 
they understood that Dr. Anglim would be 
paid for his attendance. Dr. Anglim asked 
what had been done with Walsh when" he 
became ill. 
Dr. F. E. Pierse, Wexford, stated that he 
was called to attend at 1.45 a.m., and he 
reached the house at 2.15 a:m., but Walsh 
was then dead, having succumbed about half 
an hour earlier. From the history of the case 
he concluded that his death resulted from 
cerebral hemorrhage or apoplexy. 
To Mr. Brennan—From the nature of the 
symptoms he was of the opinion that the man 
had not an earthly chance from the moment 
of his seizure. i 
DOCTOR AND MESSENGERS. 
Dr. Anglim stated that he was dispensary 
doctor of the district since 1894, During that 
period there never had been a complaint 
against him. A few years ago a sworn inquiry 
was ordered by the Local Government De- 
pe. He had no recollection of Walsh, 
but was told that he had been a patient of 
his about ten years ago. He had no reeollec- 
tion of seeing Walsh until he was dead, er of 
attending a daughter of Walsh in February 
last. Mrs. Walsh suggested that there had 
been a row between him and her family. 
but he did not recollect such happening, 
His refusal to attend Walsh was not prompted 
by any feeling of hostility towards the family. 
When the call came for him he was in hed, 
suffering from a cold, and his daughter first 
opened the door. 
He got up; came fo the door, and was told 
that a man was sick. He replied that he 
would attend in the morning. The messengu: 
was not satisfied with that answer, and said 
that the man was very sick; and that his 
message was to bring him. In the course of 
inquiries, the messenger said that the man 
was out that evening, and that he had never 
been sick previously. He also asked the 
messenger what was done with the man, sud 
he replied that he was put to bed. 
He considered the statements of messenzers 
were unsatisfactory, and often misleading ; 
their statements also might be unnecessary, 
were often incorrect, and were always grussiv 
exaggerated. Having tried to bring out as 
many facts as possible, he decided that in 
Walsh’s case he would lose nothing by  lelay- 
ing treatment until morning. He told this 
to the messenger, who hesitated about flenv- 
ing, and was told by him not to keep him 
shivering in the cold all night, as he wus 
unwell. He then closed the door, after which 
he re-oponed it and asked the messenger who 
Was the man that was sick. 
NOT A TICKET CASE. 
Nothing was said at any time about a red 
ticket or that the messenger had hten 
previously with Dr. Doyle. On hearing the 
man’s name he knew that he was not a ticket 
case, as he knew almost all his ticket cases. 
He went to Walsh’s house at 9.30 on the ri at 
morning, and Walsh was then dead. 
Replying to the Inspector, Dr, Avglim 
stated that he did no& think of asking the 
messenger if the case were a moe one. 
Cross-examined by Mr, James J. euthay; 
solicitor for Mrs. Walsh, the doctor stated 
that he was told that the man was cericurly 
ill, but he did not regard it so. He woa met 
told that the man was dying. He was tcld 
it was an urgent case, as he was told in all 
ticket cases. 
He did not refuse to attend because he 
thought the case was a private one of another 
doctor. He considered that Walsh had been 
given enough treatment when put to hed, con- 
sidering he had been out that evening. If he 
had been informed of the full facts he might 
have acted differently, He diagnosed the 
symptoms as those of a pain in the head, but 
did not associate apoplexy or cerebral 
hemorrhage with them,

To-day Austria signifies little more than 
the city of Vienna, and in its streets and 
cafés are to be found one of the major 
tragedies of the Great War. Before 1914 
the city of Vienna held pride of place as 
a centre of gaiety and culture. 
Haydn, Beethoven and Mozart. had lived 
and written their best music; here a 
legacy from the days of chivalry had sur- 
vived, embellished and brought up-to-date 
by the waltzes of Strauss and Waldteufel. 
The House of Hapsburg, by its long 
lineage and connection with all historical 
circumstance, provided a worthy figure- 
head, and even the palpable shortcomings 
of Franz Josef II. were not enough to 
prick the bubble. Indeed, an actuality 
was built upon a mirage, but when the 
tragedy at Serajevo led to Armageddon, 
the tinsel glory was tried in the furnace 
of reality and found wanting. The 
Austrian Empire’s southern provinces 
were merged in the Kingdom of Jugo- 
Slavia, and from the domains of the 
Hapsburgs were created the Republic of 
Czecho-Slovakia and the Regency of 
Hungary. Austria herself to-day is 
thrust back upon the confines in which 
the first Rodolph of Hapsburg found her. 
Nevertheless, 
Hungarian Empire,, with Vienna as its 
capital, had performed no small service in 
the development of the world: It thwarted 
the Ottoman ascendancy at two sieges of 
Vienna—once by the determination of the 
Emperor Ferdinand, and once owing to 
the opportune assistance of John Sobieski. 
Furthermore, it gave a homogeneous appear- 
ance to Western Europe when unity was 
necessary to a nascent civilisation. 

To-day the very name, Austria, 1s a mis- 
nomer. Vienna, with its heritage of past 
glories, is a city without a hinterland. The 
peasants of the Tyrol and of the rural 
districts are the only subjects of the one- 
time capital of an Empire that embraced 
Prague, Buda-Pesth and Cracow. It is not 
surprising that the extremes’ of socialism 
and imperialism are to be found in the 
country. Compelled by the terms of peace 
to become an inconsequent State in 
middle Europe, Austria’s real aspirations 
tend in the direction of South Germany. 
Both peoples speak the same language and 
to a large extent share the same religion. 
Recently twelve hundred members of the 
German Nationalist organisation, “ Stal- 
helm” (Steel Helmets), came into the 
country and conducted a big parade. This 
function was attended enthusiastically by 
many Austrian higher officers, and it is 
necessary to remember that in and about 
Vienna the great houses stil] count for 
much. The Heimwehr, or Nationalist 
group, of which Dr. Seipel is the head, 
already are threatening the Government ; 
and in a recent interview Dr. Seipel ex- 
plained that, while the Socialists have 
forty-seven per cent. of the votes, the 
bourgeois party has fifty-three per cent. 
He pointed out, however, that the mass of 
the peasants were on his side. In spite of 
his disclaimer there is reason to suppose 
that the Heimwehr in the country districts 
are supplied with arms, and that at any 
moment a coup d’état is possible. 

Dr. Pfrimer, the Heimwehr 
mandant, has put forward the suggestion 
that the centre of government shall be 
removed from Vienna to Graz or Salzburg. 
We remember that such an experiment was 
made successfully in the case of Angora 
by Mustapha Kemal Pasha. The political 
conditions, however, of the two countries 
are not truly sjmilar, The strength of 
old Turkey came from Anatolia rather 
than from cosmopolitan Stamboul, while 
Vienna became the only real centre of 
Austria’s importance after she had been 
stripped of her provinces. Nevertheless, 
we are compelled to realise that the pre- 
sent position of the country is exceedingly 
precarious. All its industrial centres 
are incorporated in Czecho-Slovakia, while 
its granary is in Hungarian hands. Only 
a nameanda great city remain. Napoleon 
Bonaparte, confined to the rule of Elba, 
over-organised the polity of ‘the unfortu- 
nate island, and, mutatis mutandis, a 
parallel in a democratic age is provided 
The

is. Bavaria, and her present domestic 
quarrel, in fact, is centred in this ques- 
tion. It ought not to be assumed that the 
full potentialities of this problem are 
understood by all those who at present 
are disturbing the peace of the country ;

doubt that the ultimate salvation of the 
country lies in the bosom of the German 


Reich. 


Cookery in Ireland.

Its cogitations anc reports had 
failed entirely to affect the food costs of

of England—and we are prepared to 
believe that among the poorer classes, in 
the industrial regions at least, it leaves 
much to be desired—the visitor to England 
finds little difficulty in securing satictac- 
tory meals, If the outspoken Mayor should 
visit Treland, he would discover ample 
matter for complaint.

foodstuffe, and that, if the counsels of 
their enlightened friends were followed, 
they and their children would enjoy 
greater food values for smaller expendi- 
ture. Indolence in other classes beside 


the very poor causes easily-prepared arti- 
ficial foods to be preferred to the nourished 
produce of the country. Want of sensi- 
bility, however, is the, chief enemy of 
wholesome dietetic practice in Ireland. 
In many hotels and restaurants the 
stranger seeks vainly for tasteful dishes 
cléanly served. Too often the hotel-keeper 
cares not for dainty salads, varied 
vegetables, attractive sweets or fresh 
fruits; chops and strong tea are his own 
diet. He scorns more refined tastes as 
fads, and knows not how to cater for them. 
His average patrons, coming from homes 
like his own, ask nothing better than he 
offers. Hence proceeds the difficulty of 
securing salads, sweets aud fresh fruits 
even in some restaurants of the Free 
State's capital.

Profit from Waste. 


Every day, in great cities, a vast amount 
of household refuse finds its way to the 
ash-can, and. thence to municipal 
‘“‘dumps’’ which are unsightly and in- 
sanitary. It is known that science, under 
suitable conditions, could reclaim a large 
percentage of this refuse for the service of 
man. Yesterday The Times described an 
ambitious project for the salvage of house- 
hold waste in the Greater London area. 
It has been deyised by a young Glasgow 
man, who has placed it before Mr. J. H. 
Thomas’s new committee on unemploy- 
ment. The quantity of household waste 
that Greater London discards annually is 
estimated at two million tons, and the 
young Scot proposes that this stuff shall 
be transported from local collecting 
stations to some central site beside the 
Thames. There the paper, rags, bones, 
tins and metal could be sorted from the 
mass, and, in specially constructed 
factories, could receive a new lease of life 
as raw materials. For instance, the paper 
and rags could be transformed into paper 
boards and ‘‘felt’’ paper, the bones into 
glue, and the tins could be used for de- 
tinning. Before the war Germany imported 
annually some 70,000 tons of scrapped tin- 
plate in the form of domestic cans, boxes 
and containers; and in 1924 the United 
States recovered 31,000 tons of secondary 
tin. The remainder of Greater London’s 
refuse—ashes, vegetable matter and dust 
—would be incinerated, and the heat could 
be used for the generation of electricity. 
The author of the plan calculates that it 
could reclaim 179,000 tons of paper, 77,000 
tons of metal, 354,000 tons of rags and: 
17,000 tons of bones. He puts the total 
cost at some seven million pounds, and 
proposes to create a public utility corpora- 
tion, under which interest on capital would 
be limited to five per cent., and the 
balance of profit would be distributed 
among the municipalities. By this 
method, as he claims, the municipalities 
could save ten per cent. on their present 
disposal costs. Jt is an attractive scheme, 
and it appeals for Mr. Thomas s favour 
with the promise that it would provide 
permanent work for four thousand persons. 
Perhaps, in some future day, Dublin may 
find a means for the profitable disposal oí 
her household refuse. 


Hollywood’s Second Thoughts. 


li you can keep your head, when all 
about you 
Are losing theirs— 

It seems that time may vindicate the 
judgment of those who, in these islands, 
refused to humble themselves before the 
arrogant and pretentidus claims of the 
talking film. Two years ago Hollywood 
persuaded itself that the silent film was 
dead. Flying before this menace, as 
beasts fly from a prairie fire, producers 
rushed into the “ talkies,’’ acquired 
sound machinery at a huge cost, and 
‘‘ boosted ” the innovation throughout 
the world by all the hypnotic methods of 
American “ publicity.”’ - The talking film 
came, was heard, and conquered; but 
people who kept their heads attributed 
this success largelyto the charms of novelty 
and were doubtful of its persistence. 
They appear to have been in the right; 
at any rate, Hollywood itself begins to 
come round to their view. There to-day 
the future of the talking films is the one 
absorbing subject of discussion. Many of 
the shrewdest leaders of the imdustry 
think that the ‘‘boom’”’ will not last 
more than. five years, and that a new 
situation will arise with the coming of the 
coloured film and the stereoscopic method 
of projection. Plunging from the heights 
of optimism to the depths of pessimism, 
they foresee an early day when proprietors 
of picture houses will exhibit. the notice, 
“ Only silent pictures shown here.” 
Already the Metro-Goldwyn Company has 
decided to make silent versions of nearly 
every talking picture that goes into pro- 
duction. It has increased its proposed 
output of silent. films during the next 
twelve months from seventeen to forty- 
seven. We do not doubt that Hollywood's 
second thoughts will be welcomed by many 
thousands of “' picture-goers *’ in Ireland. 
They will rejoice when “silence like a- 
poultice comes to heal the blows of 
sound,” and when the distinctive and 
subtle art of the cinematograph is allowed 
to resume its interrupted development.

The son of Benjamin Purser, he, like all 
the children of that remarkable man, was 
distinguished by intellectual power and 
capacity for conveying knowledge. After 
leaving school he entered Trinity College. 
where he pursued the Arts course and 
graduated B.A: in 1860, He followed, at 
the same time, his course of medical 
studies in the Carmichael School of 
| Medic ine, which has been of late years 
merged in the College of Surgeons School: 
In 1860 he was appointed Professor of 
Anatomy and . Physiology in the Car- 
michael College, and lecturer on Ophthal- 
mol in Steevens’ Hospital and the 
Medical School. | 

After being surgeon to the Royal City 
of Dublin Hospital, in se Dr. Purser 
became its sician, and three years later 
he became Professor of Physiology, or, as it 
was then called, the Institute of Medicine, 
in Trinity College. As aneh he became 
visiting physician to Sir Patrick Dun’s 
Hospital. It. was in 1874 that Dr. Purser 
took the degree of M.D., and in 1891 he 
was. made a Doctor of Science honoris 
causa, In 1863 he obtained the Licence 
of the College of Surgeons, and two years 
later that.of the -College of Physicians. 
He was elected:a Fellow. of the College of 
Physicians in 1876. Dr. Purser was an 
examiner in Physiology for the Conjoint 
Committee. of the two Royal Colleges for a 
lengthy period. 

A GIFTED LECTURER. 

As a lecturer he was regarded as one of 
the best in the Medical School of Trinity 
College for clearness and pureness of ex- 
pression. He created a splendid im- 
pression on medica] students that wil! 
have a lasting effect for the next thirty- 
five years. Dr. Purser was known as the 
first man to teach. Pathol in Trinity 
College, to which subject. he devoted a life- 
long interest. It was he who started the 
voluntary unpaid class on that phase of 
medical science, which class will be remem- 
bered to this day by a number of his old 
students. 
opposed to the therapeutic measures which 
were in vogue at the commencement of his 
career, and he was one of the first medical 
men to. introduce genuine scientific 
methods in the treatment of disease, so far 
as Dublin was concerned. 

In 1901 he resigned the Professorship of 
Physiology and lived a private life for 
some years, until, on the death of Pro- 
fessor Little, the Board of Trinity College 
in 1917 asked him to accept the appoint- 
ment of Regius Professor of Physic, which 
he did, and he held it until 1925.--~when he 
retired on account of failing health. On 
his earlier resignation in 1901 as Pro- 
fessor of Physiology, his old pupils decided 
to commemorate his professorship, and 
founded a medal known as the John 
Mallet Purser Medal, which is awarded to 
the student who gains first place in 
physiology at the half M.B. examination 
in June each year. 

HIS VIEW OF PUBLICATIONS. 

Dr, Purser’s publications were fmtot 
numerous, as lie had a considered objec- 
tion to the habit, which had grown up in 
many laboratories, of publishing hasty and 
unconsidered works; 
“Histology and Histological Methods,’’ 
which was published early in his career as 
Professor of Physiology, was a clear and, 
at the time of publication, an up-to-date 
exposition of the subject. The book is long 
out of date, but it is still treasured by 
many who are fortunate to possess it. 

As a physician he engaged very little 
in private practice, but was recognised as 
one of the foremost diagnosticians of his 
day, and was not infrequently sought for 
in difficult cases. Ali those who obtained 
his aid as a consultant. realised his power 
of brushing away the unessentials of a 
case, and getting straight at the heart of 
the cause of the illness. 

Dr. Purser’s, activities covered a wide 
range of subjects, and outside his profes- 
sional work, his particular interest lay in 
musical matters. A widely travelled man, 
he was extremely generous, and, being of 
a retiring nature, always endeavoured to 
coneeal his generosity. Hé will be remem- 


bered for the magnificent gift of £10,000, ° 


to be administered for the benefit of the 
School of Physic and the Schools of Ex- 
perimental and Natural Science by a wea 
mittee, consisting of the heads of three 
of the scientific departments of Trinity 
College, Dublin. This gift has proved of 
the utmost benefit in enabling the College 
to obtain equipment for the various 
scientific departments. 

Dr. Purser, who remained a bachelor, 


| was brother to Dr. Louis Claude Purser, 


until recently; Vice-Provost of Trinity 
College, Dublin; and to Miss Sarah 
Purser, the artist,.who is widely known 
for her interest in stained-glass in Ireland 
and on the Continent.

” “PRESERVING THE FUND. 

It appears that wendy a a of the 
conference -were opened by Mr;.. Blythe, 
who said that the position revealed by 
the actuarial investigation of. the fund 
could” not be allowed to continue: If 
matters were permitted to drift, the 
capital, of the fund would. have to be en- 
‘croached upon, and would soon disappear. 
A way to ‘preserve the fund might be 
found, he suggested, either by an increase 
in the State contribution to the fund or 
in thé teachérs’ contribution, or both; or, 
in another direction, by a reduction f 
benefits, or, finally, by a combination of 
all of these. 

The teachers’ President, Mr, Eugene 
Carraher, replied that the only attitude 
that the teachers were prepared to take up 
was that the State should be responsible 
for the whole of the deficiency in the fund. 
He added that there was no justification 


position than the secondary teachers, for 
whom a more favourably circumstanced 
pension fund had recently been in- 
augurated. 
MINISTER’S REPLY. 
To this, Mr. Blythe responded that, as 
far as the secondary, teachers were con- 
cerned, the present position was only 
tentative, and the matter of their contribu- 
tion to their pension fund wouki be gone 
into again when the position of the 
National (Primary), Teachers’ Fund had 
been regulated, - 
The’ Minister was then reminded of the 
ten per cent. “cut” which had been made 
in the national teachers’ salaries in 1923, 
and which yielded approximately £300,000 
a year to the Exchequer. Other economies, 
as in the matter of. extra fees, evening 
schools, etc., had since been made at the 
expense’ of the teachers, who generally. 
it was ‘contended, had been called 
upon, to a greater extent than any other 
‘body, to make sacrifices in the interest of 
national economy, and particularly in the 
interest of Governmental policy for the 
restoration of the Irish language. 


FINANCIAL STRINGENCY. 

To these reminders Mr. Blythe's reply 
was that,-in a nutshell, the position was 
that the teachers were asking the State 
to find an additional £212,000 a year. 
He asked the deputation to consider, with 
this in mind, the general taxation posi- 
tion, the financial stringency existing, the 
general cry for reduced taxation, and the 
efforts which. the Government had been 
making during the. last few years to cut 
down ‘expenditure. It was put to the 
deputation that, taking account of all 
these: things, it would not be fair to ask 
the taxpayer to shoulder an additional 
burden of £212,000 a year. 

“I am quite satisfied,’ Mr. Blythe told 
them, ‘‘ that there are very few members 
of the Dail that would say that all of 
this amount should be found by the 
Exchequér, or would be prepared to vote 
for the intreased tax—say, for. instance, 
24d. a lb, on tea—which such a proposal 
would inyolve,’’ 

Mr, Blythe then stated plainly. that: the 
Government was “‘ definitely of opinion 
that the teachers should be asked to make 
an increased contribution in some form, 
and he or his colleagues-would not depart 
from that attitude.” This, he made it 
clear, was not to say that the teachers 
should. make good the entire deficiency, 
but that-they should certainly bear a 
share. 
CONTRIBUTION AND ENDOWMENT. 
The position as between the contribu- 
tion and endowment side of the account 
was argued at length, and the teachers 
asserted that the Government was bound, 
at least, to keep the endowment side 
solvent:, Mr.. Blythe, however, held that 
there was no legal or statutory obligation 
to that effect on his Government. 
The deputation next dealt with the posi- 
tion of the Pension Fund at the date of 
its ‘transfer to the Saorstat Government, 
suggesting that the British Government 
was lia’ le for the arrears into which the 
fund had been allowed to fall.

It is learned here that invitations to the 
United States, France, Japan and Italy 
to send delegates to attend a Five-Power 
Naval’ Conference next January will be 
issued by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald in the 
near future. 
At the same time, the announcement is 
made by the State Department that, there 
would be no joint invitations on behalf of 
Great Britain and the United States, as 
suggested in some quarters. 
Mr. Stimson denies that invitations 
have already been sent out through British 
Embassies, as published despatches from 
London indicate. ‘‘ The invitations from 
the British Government,” explained Mr. 
Stimson, “will be sent to the United 
States, Japan, France and Italy, and all 
five countries are expected to participate 
in the Conference which, it is now pro- 
posed, shall be held in the British capital 
some time in January.” 
“Considerable preparatory work,’’ added 
Mr. Stimson with his usual caution, “ must 
be done before the invitations can be sent 
out.”’ 
It is understood that action may even 
be deferred until after Mr. Macdonald 
has conferred with Mr. Hoover in Wasb- 
ington early in October on those points of 
cruiser tonnage which are still the subject 
of negotiation between the United States 
and Great Britain.

The Intransigeant observes: “ Anglo- 
Saxon supremacy exists at sea, and an 
attempt is being made to get it accepted 
by the world as legal and definitive; but 
on jJand Britain prefers anarchy which 
permits the insular observer to divide and 
reign.”

OPTIONAL CLAUSE.

Geneva writes to-day:—It is announced that 
Great Britain and representatives of the 
Dominions (presumably excluding the Irish 
Free State) will sign the Optional Clause of 
The Hague Statute to-morrow afternoon. 
This the British Foreign Secretary, who 
leaves for London on Friday, will Bé able to 
sign himself on behalf of the United King- 
‘dom, Northern Ireland and the British 

lonial Empire. Not all the Dominion dele- 
gates appear, at the moment of telegraphing, 
to have received their final instructions, there 
being some difficulty in getting into touch 
with Mr. Bruce, Prime Minister of Australia, 
who is on electianeering business in the Com- 
monwealth. Some doubt is also still ex- 
pressed as to the precise attitude of South 
Africa; but at to-morrow’s ceremony it will 
probably be found that in the case of all the 
British .countries (always excepting the Irish 
Free State) the form of adherence will be in 
principle identical, with perhaps slight 
variations to meet special conditions, 

It may be regarded as substantially agreed 
between them that cases judged by the 
signatories to be of domestic interest will be 
excluded from the compulsory jurisdiction 
of The Hague Court, as will also all disputes 
between Dominion and Dominion, or 
Dominion and mother country. Byrther, it 
appears probable that the right of appeal to 
the Council of the League will be kept in 
reserve in any case in which the signatory 
considers that the political issues are para- 
mount. — Thuas if a foreign State, which 
had itself signed the Optional Clause, sum- 
mons a British Dominion before the Court, 
the latter will be able to assert its claim 
that the political issue involved so greatly 
overrides in importance the legal points that 
the dispute can only be decided by the 
Council. 

There is apparently also some question of 
setting up a special Inter-Imperial Court. 
This, however, would involve constitutional 
issues of some magnitude, since it could not 
be discussed separately from the existing 
right of appeal by the Dominions to the Privy 
Council, and it is not supposed that any 
reference will be made to this point to- 
morrow afternoon. The opportunity to sign 
will probably be taken by other countries 
which have announced their intention of 
adhering to the Optional Clause during the 
present Assembly. 


IRISH SECRETARY’S STATEMENT

MEN’S LEADER ON 
THE RESULT. 


Emerging from the head offices of the 
Dublin United Tramways Company - at 
5 pim, yesterday, after two hours’ confer 
ence between the representatives of both 
parties, one of the men’s leaders dismissed 
the strike picket outside the building with 
a wave of his hand. 

Word was immediately despatched to all 
the other strike pickets in the city, and 
they at once ceased their monotonous 
patrol. 

‘* We have met the company,’’ said Mr. 
Harold E. Clay, National Secretary of the 
Passenger Group of the men’s union, 
‘‘and have come to an arrangement for 
the resumption of the services. The "bus 
services will be resumed to-morrow, and 
the tramway services on Friday. The 
men who are necessary to make arrange- 
ments for getting the ’buses out will re- 
sume to-night ; and, in connection with the 
trams, the essential men will come in in 
advance to make arrangements for the 
running of the trams on Friday.”’ 

The men necessary to prepare for the 
resumption of the tramways service were 
at work in the power house, Ringsend 
road, last night, and to-day the lines, 
cables, points, etc., will be tested and pre- 
pared for the running of the cars to- 
morrow. 

MEN’S CHEERING PROCESSION. 

The usual meeting of the men was held 
yesterday at noon in the Trades Hall, 
Capel street, and afterwards they marched 
four deep—nearly fifteen hundred strong— 
to the union’s offices in Marlborough 
street, cheering all the way. When the 
offices were reached Mr. Clay, who con- 
ducted the case for the men at the Court 
of Inquiry, was called upon for a speech, 
and addressed the gathering in the street 
from an upper window. He described the 
dispute as the longest tramway and "bus 
strike on record, and said that in that 
dispute they had not only been contending 
against the reduction which the company 
sought to impose, and which they had re- 
sisted successiully— (cheers )—but they had 
also been contending for a sane regulation 
of the traffic of Dublin, which would give 
the company's employés a decent standard 
of living and the Dublin public a reason- 
able transport service at fair rates of 
charge. 

They were indebted to the public, to 
the Dublin labour movement, to their 
friends of the Dublin Workers’ Council 
and to those who represented the Labour 


cause in the Dail for their assistance, 
(Applause. ) They regretted the incon- 
venience which the dispute caused the 
public, 


“ That.” said Mr. Clay, “ was not our 
fault, but the fault of other people; for 
we have said all along that we were pre- 
pared to continue working, pending in- 
quiry and investigation, on pre-strike 
terms,” 

The report of the Court of Inquiry in- 
dicated clearly that the view which they 
took of the position was the right one, 
They were hopeful that they would be 
able, within a very short space of time, 
‘to get the trams and "buses operated by 
the Tramways Company on the streets 
again. (Applause.) The tramwaymen 
were indebted to their one-time passengers 
for their support and sympathy, and 
thanked them heartily. (Applause.) 
Strike money will be paid out as usual 
to-day, but married men will get four 
shillings exfra, single men two shillings 
and boys one shilling. 

Mr. Clay left Dublin for England last 
night.

DEMAND FOR BETTER 
FORM OF TRANSPORT 
CONTROL, 


At a meeting of the Trish "Bus Owners* 
Association in Wynn’s Hotel, Dublin, last 
night, Major J. H. de W. Waller, D.S.O., 
who presided, said that it must be a 
matter of great satisfaction to all present 
to know that the Association had steadily 
gained in strength and influence since it 
Was started a vear ago. The industry as 
a whole had entered a period of transi- 
tion ; legislation was in the air. 

The great general public, whom it was 
their privilege to serve, would, he 
helieved, welecme fair play to the ine 
dependent owners who had, by their energy 
and courage, developed an entirely new 
field passenger transport, thereby 
adding considerably to the labour fund, 
and increasing facilities for, and reducing 
the cost of. travel. 

Their members were unquestionably the 
creators of this new business, and he felt 
confident that, if thev continued to press

| THUNDERSTORM 


IN ENGLAND. 


FARM WORKERSSTRUCK 
BY LIGHTNING.

TWO KILLED LNSTANTLY 


Two men were killéd and several other 
people injured through being’ struck by 
lightning while sheltermg under a tree on a 
farm between Three Brid es and East Grin- 
stead, ‘Sussex, vesterday. arhe two men were 
killed at Worth Hall farm. One of them was 
the owner of the farm, Mr. Law, who had 
only recently taken it over. The other was 
a man named Harry Derry, & carter em 
ployed on the farm. | 

wo of the injuved. were, taken, to the 
Victoria Cottage Hospital, Kast Grinstead. 
They are George Cudd (51), of Yew Tree 
Cottage, Worth Hall Farm, Crawley, and 
John Covey (15), of the same address. Cudel 
was badly burned, and at the hospital last 
night it was stated that his condition was 
serious. Cavey hus been detained, but is not 
seriously hurt, although suffering from shock. 
SHELTERING FROM THE RAIN. 

Mr. J. Barker, of the Fox Hotel. Three 
Bridges, stated last night: “The men, with 
others, were sheltering under a tree when 
the tragedy occurred. A fierce storm. was 
raging, rain was- shooting down, and there 
was vivid lightming,. ] have never seen any 
thing like it.” 

An eye-witness said : “ There were five men 
sheltering under a tree. Suddenly all five 
fell! to the ground as if felled by a heavy 
blow, How they went down was almost 
uneanny. There was nothing to be seen to 
account for it, no crash, only vivid lightning. 
After the men had fallen naticed a huge 
hole in the ground close to where. had 
heen standing. It resembled a shell-hole. 
The men were burned, but not seriously, 
What caused them to fall had a stunning 


offect. ; 
SURVIVOR'S STORY. _ 
A special. correspondent, telephoning late 


- - 


one of the party Who was not seriously 
injured or killed, told me a grabhic story, 
sitting in his little cottage on the farm. He 
complained of the numbness in his legs, and 
said that it was still difficult for him to move 
about. 

“We were all working in the field taking 
up potatoes,” he said. ‘‘Mr. Law had his 
iwo retrieyer dogs with him. Tho rain «ame 
on, and when it began to thunder Mr, Law 
suggested that we should take shelter under a 
big oak tree. We all dashed for the tree, the 
dogs following. Just as we got there, there 
was a terrific. flash of lightning. I remem- 
tered nothing more yt two or three minutes 
later, when I came round and found myself 
lying on the ground. Derry was killed on 
the spot, and the others of us were flung 
away from the tree. : 

HELP SUMMONED. 

“The first thing that I noticed was the 
howling of the dogs. The only other sound 
was the crying of my son. +I struggled up, 
found that two of the men were dead, and 
thought it best to do what I could for the 
two who were stilfMliving. I found that my 
legs were weak, and I was numbed from the 
hips downwards. I struggled up to the farm 
Heaven knows how I got there—and tele- 
phoned for Dr. Grayling at Turner s Hill. 
He came along, and after examining my son, 
who was the only one of the four conscious, 
and the other men, asked me to send for an 
ambulance, I went back to the house and 
telephoned to East Grinstead for the 
ambulance. 

DOGS KILLED. 

‘The field in which we were working is 
atout three hundred yards from the house, 
and even now I cannot imagine how it was 
Í was able to get there. When I looked 
for the tw. dogs 1 found that they had been 
flung away from the tree. They howled for 
several minutes and then died.’’ 

A few seconds before the men were struck 
Mr. Law was stroking his pet retriever, 
which was frightened by the thunder, and 
murmuring “ Poor dog “” to it. 

MORE FINE WEATHER ON THE WAY. 

Yestérday’s storms produced only a slight 
break in the drought. ‘The storms were con- 
fined to South-East England. In the most 
seyere, at Shoeburyness, three-quarters of an 
inch of rain fell. In London no rainfall at 
all was recorded at the Air Ministry's 
stations. In Wales and Northern England 
the day was mainly fine. 

“ To-day’s storms are a slight and purely 
local break in the drought,” said an official 
of the Meteorological. Office in Tendon. last 
night, “* The indicatioris are that fair weather

LIVERPOOL’S NEW 
ABATTOIR. 
THROUGH SERVICE FOR 


IRISH CATTLE. 


The foundation stone of Liverpool's new 
£670,000 abattoir, which with the new 
cattle market, will cover an area of over 
seventeen acres, and will be opened in 
about two years’ time, was laid yesterday 
by Councillor W. W. Kelly, Chairman of 
the Markets’ Committee of the Corpora- 
tion, 

lt is claimed that the abattoir will be 
the largest and probably the finest in the 
world. Ina ten-hour day the abattoir 
will be able to deal with the slaughtering 
of 540 cattle; 450 calves, 5,750 sheep and 
1,000 pigs. 

Adjoining it will be a dead meat 
market capable of dealing with the output 
of the abattoir, and the most up-to-date 
refrigerating process for dealing with 
huge quantities of meat is to be installed. 
The Corporation are making arrange- 
ments to institute a through service from 
Ireland, by which Irish cattle will travel 
via Holyhead direct into the new market 
by rail. 

The Corporation have plenty of land 
available for any developments that may

Sergeant Ward, Chapelizod, deposed that 
he interviewed the accused man, Weldon, on 
September 9, and took a statement. 

Mr, Shiels, solicitor, objected to the state- 
ment being read; but the Justice overruled 
the objection. | 
he arranged to cut the wires near Mr. 

ealy’s. 

Superintendent O’Reilly deposed that he 
arrested the accused men. Shiela said: ‘I 
know nothing about it, ” and Weldon said: 
“TIT have nothing to say to either charge.”

Shiels on the charge of damaging the tele- 
phone cable and of breaking inte Mr. 
Healy's. Weldon was returned for trial on 
both charges, and also on a charge of 
attempted suicide on Saptember 5,

up ” on November 2. Witness only got a 
very bad view of the men, as the night was 
very dark.

In this statement he said 
that Frank Shiels arranged with him to 
‘hold-up ” Boland’s oreo and take the 
money from the driver. ey had revolvers, 
but they were not loaded.

Uther great golfers, p ries 
them Charles Whitcombe, who won last year; 
his brother, Ernest, a feilow- ternationalist, and 
lienry Cotton, runner-np a yedr ago, have fallen 
by the wayside. Mitcheil has gone from strength 
to strength, until has played himecelf into his 
best game; whilst Compston has won his maiches 
by his determination and his will to win, 

The thrilis of the day came in the second round! 
when H. Large, a comparatively unknown Lanca- 
shire man, defeated Charles Whitcombe, who 
was not in his usually accurate form. WwW. i 
Davies, another Lancashire golfer, beat Ernest 
Whitcombe, and Cotton went down to the better 
golf played by Len Holland. In the third round 
practically every maich was a North v. South affair, 


and at the end of the day the South challenged 
with Mitchell, Wompsten, Robson, Ockenden and 
Holland. Only Rodgere and Large remained for 


the North, and Beck, another member of the 
younger school, represented the Midlands. 
THE SECOND ROUND, 

Charles Whitcombe, who recently had been 
taking a rest. from golf on medical advice, drove 
well in his match against Large, bat after that 
he played golf which was disappointing to himsel!. 
It was not really very bad, but Large, the tall 
younge Lancashire player, is a master of iron play, 
and therrin lay his superiority. Whitcombe’s shote 
to the green were very erratic, and he was against 
a very studious golfer, who hadh had some of the 
hest scores at Wentworth.

AN OBSCURE OUTLOOK.

It is said that the recent improvement in 
ilt-edged securities is largely the result of 
ar covering, positions for the fall having 


been opened when the monetary outlook 


seemed to foreshadow a rise in the bank 
rate. Certainly the uncertainty that still 


exists regarding the future of money scarcely 


justifies an appreciation in fixed interest 
stocks, though in the case of 5 p.c. War 


Loan purchases have been induced by the 
fact that the stock will go ex div. towards 
the end of next month, the theory being 
that fresh purchases will then be induced, 
because the stock will look cheap. Even 
if the bank rate is not raised, money rates 
are almost certain to continue unfavourable 
for a considerable time to come, simply be- 
cause there is no prospect of a “material 
change in conditions in America. That 
country is really the main cause of our 
monetary troubles, owing to the attraction of 
funds from other centres for employment at 
the exceptionally favourable current rates 
on the other side. 


Stock Exchange Business. 


It is mainly owing to the monetary un- 
certainty that the termination of the holiday 

riod has not been followed by a revival of 
Stock Exchange activity. In places there 
is considerable liveliness at times, but this 
is largely due to operations on American 
account. New York brought about the mild 
revival in oil shares; New York is also the 
chief supporter of Rhodesian Copper shares, 
and activity in miscellaneous issues largely 
centres in those in which Americans are in- 
terested—namely, International Nickel, 
Hydro-Electric Securities, Internationa] 
Holdings, etc. It follows that, but for 
this American interest, the markets would 
be very quiet, indeed. Home Rails have 
almost relapsed into their former condition 
of inactivity, though some people expected 
more business after the issue of to-day’s 
traffic returns, and still regard the future 
of Home Rails as holding out promise of 
better things. 


South American Rails. 


One section where public support would 
appear to be justified is that for Argentine 
Rails. As previously stated, the leading 
stocks give excellent yields on the basis of 
the dividends now being paid. Hitherto the 
market has been affected by fears of damage 
to the crops through drought, but in this 
respect the. Jatest news is much more re- 
assuring, and a further recovery in 
such stocks as Buenos Ayres. Great 
Southern, Buenos Ayres and Pacific, 
and Central Argentine is a proba- 
bility, if not a certainty of the 
future. The principal Uruguayan Rails— 
Central Uruguay Eastern Extension and 
Northern Extension—shares also give scope 
for appreciation; for the yields from the 
Jatest dividends are high—ag much as 9% 
per cent. in the case of the Eastern Extension 
shares. As regards this group, attention may 
be directed to the exceptionally favourabie 
osition of the Northern Extension Company. 
ts revenue is derived from a certain per- 
centage of the grcss—not net—reéeipts of 
the parent company—the Central Uruguay of 
Monte Video—which means that even if the 
expenses of the latter expanded so consider- 
ably as to jeopardise its dividend, the 
Northern Extension would not be affected. 
The £10 shares, therefore, at the currént 
price of 8%, are an attractive proposition: 
for on the basis of the 7 per cent. dividend 
paid in recent years, the vield is over 8H 
per cent. Central Uruguay Ord. Stock re- 
turns about 8) per cent. 


Banking and Insurance Shares. 


Owing to the prevalence of high money 
rates and the very uncertain outlook, prices 
of Banking and Insurance shares have tended 
to sag of late. ‘Unless previous levels over- 
valued these investments, there would appear 
to be no sound reason for the decline. It 
is known that one insurance company, in 
particular, was rather badly hit by the recent 
troubles in Germany, but whether this will 
make any difference to the dividend policy is. 
perhaps, doubtful Marine underwriting is 
still unprofitable, and, perhaps, certain com- 

anies will be affected for sofme time longer 
~ this circumstance, but in due course the 
position will be righted. As to the incidence 
of money rates, this, in a way, is a blessing, 
for it enables the companies to invest their 
surplus funds on more favourable terms than 
otherwise would be the case. ‘This will be 
athered from the fact that short-dated 
British Government Treasury Bonds can be 
obtained to vield anything up to 5} per cent. 
or mora which is an unusually high rate 
for such securities. 


Effects of Dear Money. 


It is possible that the banks are more 
affected than the insurance offices by’ dear 
money. They cannot raise the rate for ' 
ordinary advances unless the official minimum 
changes, and that has not been altered for 
seven months, but the possibility of an in- 
crease probably restricts the amount which 
the banks are able to lend. But any move- 
ment in bank shares resulting from monetary 
considerations is rather illogical, seeing that 
dividends in these days are virtually stereo- 
typed, except on the ground that the yield 
from other high-class investments has in- 
creased. The leading institutions would 
probably distribute the same amount to their 
shareholders if the bank rate were raised to 
64 per cent. or reduced to ó; per cent. Con- 

vently, if investors are satisfied with the 
yields afforded on the basis of past dividends, 
there is no reason why they should not buy 
Bank shares at the lower levels now current.
